ROBBERS LAUD 
THEIR CAPTORS 


And Postal Thieves Also 
Admit Identity. 


Men Who Looted Richmond 
Office of $86,000 So Piqued 
by Arrest They Congratulat- 
ed Their Captors—Prisoners 
Are Fighting Extradition. 


New York, April 6.—Those now si- 
lent individuals known to the police 
and federal officers as “Eddie” Fay and 
“Tittle Dick“ Harris, charged with 
the recent robbery of the Richmond, 
Va., postoffice, in which more than 
$85,000 loot was obtained, were 80 
piqued after their arrest that they 
could not resist congratulating their 
captors and admitting their identity, 
according to the testimony of postof- 
fice inspectors at the arraignment of 
the prisoners in New York today. 

Now they are indignant when re- 
ferred to as Fay and Harris. The two 
alleged burglars virtually . confessed 
shortly after their arrest, so the in- 
spectors testified, and upon this the 
government will largely build its case 
to force extradition, which the pris- 
oners are bitterly resisting. Inspectors 
J. C. Koons and J. B. Roberts, of 
Washington, were the witnesses who 
told of the accused men's alleged lack 


of legal caution. 

When the prisoners’ names were 
mentioned as Eddie Fay” and Richard 
Harris, their counsel exclaimed: “We 
don't Know any such people. My clients 
are Cunningham and Chester.” He said 
they were prepared to show that these 
men were not the individuals the gov- 
ernment has attempted to make them 
out, and intimated that he expected to 
prove an alibi for them. 

Their removal would also be strenu- 
ously opposed, he declared.

“Cursed and Abused Her.” 


Mrs. Morrison further alleges that 
she found it impossible to live with 
her husband in peace; “that he abused 
he frequently; that he would not con- 
tribute to her support or the support 
of the home for working girls, which 
she conducted, and that, finally, on the 
night of March 30, when they separat- 
ed, he “came home late at night, was 
in a bad humor, cursed and abused 
petitioner in the presence of her chil- 
dren and in the presence of said board- 
ing girls, and threatened to kill peti- 
tioner, and that he seized a razor from 
the -mantelpiece and threatened to kill 
petitioner by slashing her in the 
throat.” 

Mrs. Morrison alleges that her escape 
from death on this occasion was due 
to the fact that she ran into the street 
when she was attacked. 

May Use “Guise of Love.” 

She further alleges In her petition 
that she still fears bodily harm from 
her husband and that “he will take her 
unawares or off her guard under the 
guise of love and friendhip.” 

In her petition for divorce Mrs. Mor- 
rison asks that the court give her 
permanent and temporary alimony in 
any sum that may seem adequate to 
the court. - 

Since the permit to operate in this 
city was denied the American Salva- 
tion Army by Mayor Maddox, the home 
which was formerly conducted for the 
benefit of working girls in this city 
has been closed at 1 East Fair street.

GREAT BRIBES 
TOCITY FATHER 


"Men Higher Up” in the 
Pittsburg Graft Scandal 
Reached at Last

ONE BANKER CONFESSES 


t PAID BRIBE OF $20,000 


And President Hoffstot, of 


Pressed Steel Car Company, 


Is Ordered Indicted for Pay- 
ing Bribe of _$52,500—The 
Bankers Wanted to Handle 
the Money of the City. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 6.—The climax 
promised in the Pittsburg graft ex- 
posures came, as promised, late today 
with the presentment by the grand 


jury of a lengthy report in which is; 


recommended the indictment of Frank 

N. Hoffstot, president of the Pressed 

Steel Car Company, and one of the 

most prominent business men in the 

country. 

Simultaneously, in open court, came 
a plea of Emil Winter, president of 
the Workingman’s Savings and Trust 
Company, that he had no defense to 
make to the charge that he gave a 
$20,000 bribe to former Councilman 
Morris Einstein. 

Startling Findings. 

The following, in abbreviated form, 
are some of the most startling find- 
ings in the grand jury’s presentment 
made public tonight: 

1. That Frank N. Hoffstot, president 
of the Pressed Steel Car Company and 
president of the German National 
Bank of Allegheny, and prominently 
identified with other banks, paid to 
Charies Stewart, a former select coun- 
cilman, the sum of $52,500. 

2. That the money was a bribe used 
influencing the votes of council 
ordinance naming

. That the arrangement for the 
payment of the money to Stewart was 
made in the spring of 1908, and that 
the late James W. Friend, at that 
time an official of the Pressed Steel 
Car Company, was an associate in the 
transaction. 

4. That the original Plan which 
Friend had was to obtain the service 
of William A. Blakeley, who was then 
a practicing attorney here, but “who 
is now the district attorney in charge 
ef the graft prosecutions, as a stake- 
holder of the bribe money until the 
crdinance had passed, 

Gave Stewart $52,500. 

5. That Attorney Blakeley declined 
to act in the capacity named, and 
warned all parties of the criminality 
of the proposition and of the liabili- 
ty to prosecution if it went further. 

6. That subsequent to Mr. Blakeley’s 
refusal, Messrs. Friend and Hoffstot, 
completed an arrangement with Stew- 
art -whereby Hoffstot would pay or 
cause to be paid to Stewart the sum 
ramed—$52,500. 

7. That the transaction was ar- 
ranged to be made in New York city, 
and took place there in June, 1908, 
in order, if possible, to avoid crim- 
mal liability in Allegheny county. 

8. That Hoffstot did also solicit 
from one James N. Young, cashier of 
the Second National Bank of Pitts- 
burg, the sum of $21,000 to be paid 
Stewart to insure the selection of the 
Second National bank as one of the 
favored city depositories. 

9. That Stewart did demand from 
the now deceased Friend, who was act- 
ing ag agent for the Second Nationai 
Bank, a bribe for Stewart's vote 
favor of the bank ordinance. 

10. That in accordance with the find- 
ings, it is recommended that indict- 
ments charging conspiracy and bribery 
be returned. 

The Accused Banks. 

The banks named as ultimate prin- 
cipals to profit by the bribes alleged 
to have been paid by Hoffstot, to Stew- 
art, are: 

The Farmers’ Deposit Nationa) Bank, 
the Second National Bank, of Pitts- 
burg, and the German Nationa] Bank, 
Allegheny. In addition to these three, 
the Columbia Nationa] Bank, of Pitts- 
burg; the German Nationa] Bank, of 
Pittsburg, and the Workingman's Sav- 
ings and Trust Company, of Allegheny, 
were named as city depositories in the 
ordinance passed July 9, 1908, over the 
mayor's veto. 

The plea of nole contendere, made 
by President Emil Winter, of the 
Workingham’s Savings and Trust Com- 
pany, today, was no less a sensation 
than the report of the grand jury. He 
was charged with the payment of 320, 
000 bribe to Morris Einstein, a former 
select councilman. 

When Winter appeared in court 
Judge R. S. Frazer, who is presiding 
in the graft cases, asked to be ex- 
cused from hearing the plea, on ac- 
count of ais long and intimate friend- 
Ship with Mr, Winter. Winter was 
then taken before Judges Thomas D. 
Carnahan and J. M. Swearingen, and 
entered the formal plea. Sentence was 
postponed. 

Falsified Book of Bank. 

Just before President Winters’ ap- 
pearance in Judge Frazer's court, 
James Anderson, the general book- 
keeper of the Workingham’s Savings 
Bank and Trust Company, of Alle- 
@heny, had also pleaded nolle con- 
tendere today to a charge of falsify- 
ing the books of the bank in connec- 
tion with the payment of $20,000 to 
Einstein. The pleas of Winter and 
Anderson came timely, for the district 
attorney said that otherwise they 
were to have been indicted today. 

The court ordered indictments drawn 
against Hoffstot in accordance with the 
grand jury’s presentment, namely, on 
two counts of bribery and one of

of the New York detective bureau. 

To obtain $10,000 the confidence men 
er.trusted their dupe with $106,000 in 
cash, hired a private car from Balti- 
more to Jacksonville, Fla., and im- 
personated successfully a party of mil- 
linaires, one of whem wag H. H. Rog- 
ers, Jr.,“ son of the late vice -presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Company. 

Old Confidence Man, 

The story came ont tonight with the 
arrest of a man who gave his name as 
John Brown, 68 years old, and describ- 
ed himself as a breker and speculator, 
but who the police say is George C 
Rockwell, alias George C. Hammond, 
alias Old Joe Eaton, an old notorious 
confidence man. Late last month 
Wagner met a man representing him- 
self to be Alfred Sanford, private sec- 
retary to a Pennsylvania millionaire, 
with money to. spend on coal lands. 
Would Wagner take an option on 2,000 
acres at $7 an acre? He could sell 
at a huge profit. 7 
25 Asked Pay for is "Tip. 

The secretary lacked:funds to finance 
the deal himself, but Hit went through 
he asked only. 28 per cent ot his tip.

Wagner said tonight that Brown, ar- 
rested this afternoon, took the part of 
Moffett. When searched by the police 
32,071 in bills was found ©. strapped 
around Brown's waist. 

Brown was released in $1,500: bail 
late tonight and left headquarters pro- 
testing his innocence. 

“That guy thought he was in for 
something soft,” said Brown. “He 
thought he wes in for some of that 
$105,000, and when he didn't get it, he 
was sore,”

The police world is breathing a bit 
easier since the arrest of Eddie Fay, 
known to the underworld as the “mil- 
lionaire burglar.” Fay was arrested 
after a sensational fight in New York 
for robbing the postoffice of Rich- 
mond, Va., of more than $80,000 in 
stamps and money. He has long lived 
a dual life, and the police declare he 
has more than $300,000 in cash hidden 
in. various safety deposit boxes 
throughout the county. Fay has served 
time in various prisons, but so far no 
lock or key has been strong enough 
to hold him, as he has always man- 
aged to escape. His favorite pastime 
is to pose as an English banker and 
to wear the most expensive English 
clothing, his evening suits being. a 
model of perfection. When Fay was 
arrested in New York while trying to 


make away with his trunks contain- 
ing the stolen stamps he was taken 
to the Tombs, and then an effort was 
made to secure a photograph of him. 
For three hours a sensational fight 
followed, and in the end the police 
were beaten, as Fay could not be held 
still long enough to get a picture. The 
only photograph ever taken of him was 
secured by the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency, and this picture is being sent 
to every police chief in the country. 
Fay has been placed under $20,000 
bonds, which he agreed to furnish, 
but the district attorney’s office, act- 
ing in tonjunction with the postoffice 
officials, is ready to raise his bond to 
$50,000. Fay declares he will fight a 
legal battle that will keep the police 
busy for a long time when his case 
comes to trial.

So Victory of Milwaukee 
Socialists Is Explained. 


Congressman Carey Says Re- 
sult Is Protest Against Both 
Republicans and Democrats. 
Wisconsin May Send Social- 


ists to Congress.

Washington, April 6.~-The election 
of a socialist mayor in Milwaukee by 
a piurality almost unprecedented in 
that city, was the subject of much com- 
ment among members of congress to- 
day, especially those from Wisconsin. 

The Wisconsin representatives 
view it us momentous. One of the 
most prominent of these, forbidding 
quotation by name, went so far ag to 
say that the election of the socialist 
mayor “might mean the eleetion of 
two socialist congressmen from Wis- 
donsin this fall.“ 

Revolt Against Corporations. 

Representative Morse, “insurgent,” 
republican from the Tenth Wisconsin 
district, declared that the socialist 
victory in Milwaukee indicated a re- 
volt against the corporation domina- 
tion and control of the eastern wing of 
the republican party and a lack of 
faith in democratic professions.” 

“The result indicates that there is a 
deep feeling of unrest over present 
political conditions,” said Mr. Morse. 

“The people in Milwaukee voted a 
protest against the control of the re- 
publican party by the eastern wing of 
it which they know is dominated by 
‘business interests’ in the interest of 
trusts and combinations, The voters 
refused to turn to the democratic 
party. 

“The socialists are gaining strength 
rapidly, not only in Milwaukee, but 
also in my district, and elsewhere in 
the state. They have the best political 
organization I have ever seen.“ 

Protest Against Machines. 

Representative Carey, republican, of 
Wisconsin, said the result was a pro- 
test against both republican and demo- 
cratic machines. 

“These machines can't combine and 
tool the people any longer,” he said. 
“The people have stood for it as long 
as they will. The fight in Milwaukee, 
however, was a local one.“

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WIDOW AIDS MAN 
WHO SLEW SPOUSE 


Mrs. Sayler Tells of 
Tragedy in Her Home. 


Woman Says That Dr. Miller 
Killed Her Husband in Self 
Defense—She Wept As She 
Told of the Killing of Her 
Husband. 


Watseka, III., April 6.—Mrs. Lucy 
Sayler, from the witness stand, today 
told her story of the killing of her 
husband, J. B. Sayler, of Crescent City, 
III., last July. 

She, with her father, John Grunden, 
and Dr. W. R. Miller, is charged with 
the murder of her husband and her tes- 
timony was in almost absolute accord 
with that of Dr. Miller, who declared 
he shot J. B. Sayler in self-defene. 

Her testimony touched on the finan- 
cial condition of her husband and the 
trivial incidents of the Sunday which 
went before the night of the shooting. 
She told of seeing the axe brandished 
in her husband's hand as he rushed on 
Dv. Miller and of seeing it again on 
the floor near the body. Tears filled 
her eyes and she wept while telling 
of seeing her slain husband, prone in 
the parlor of their home. The actual 
struggle, which ended with the quick 
pistol shots, she said shé did not see. 

After Mrs, Sayler left the stand, the 
case swung back to the broadaxe or 
hatchet, on which so much of the tes- 
timony hinges and which is consid- 
ered vital to the plea of self-defense. 

Witness after witness for the state 
has declared that the hand axe was 
not in the room with the body short- 
ly after the killing, but was seen there 
zuch later in the night, lying on a 
blood-stained paper. 

To counterbalance this testimony 
counsel for the defense took a novel 
course and introduced a number of 
blood-spotted pieces of paper obtained 
in experiments made to determine the 
time reguired to dry human blood 
— ace a height of three or four 
feet upon a,paper or carpet. 


Obscene Literature. 
Montgomery, Ala., April 6.—(Spe. 
cial.)— Arthur Dancer, a Tuskegee ne- 
gro, is in the toils of Uncle Sam on 
a charge of sending obscene literature 
through the mails. The charge is a 
novel one, in that it is alleged that 
Dancer supplemented photographs in 
a Police Gazette by means of pencil 
drawings. The offense was committed 
last November, the defendant just be- 
ing caught up with. He has been sent 
to jall to await trial, through inabil- 

ity to make the required bond.

Springfield, Mags., April 6.—Laying his 
crime to love of excitement and a mania 
for stealing caused by an injury to his

Spencer told the police he had ex- 
perienced no qualms of conscience as a 
result of his crimes.

This was found outside a house which 
he had entered, and through it his 
arrest was brought about.

In his confession Spencer revealed 
a career of almost lifelong crime. Fol- 
lowing a blow on the head while he 
was a small boy in Lebanon, Conn., 
his native town, he said he began to 
steal. At the age of nine he rifled the 
pockets of his schoolmates and robbed 
his parents of small sums. Later, while 
still a youth, he held up young women 
on the highways and entered houses. 
He spent some time on a naval train- 
ing ship and then traveled about the 
country, his thefts covering a wide 
range of territory. By engaging in 
legitimate occupations by day, he al- 
ways escaped suspicion, and was con- 
sidered a good citizen.

It is stat- 
ed instead of paying regular interest, 
Haney agreed to pay Mrs. Spurgeon, 
who also worked in the mill, 10 centa 
a day really more than she earned. 
The mill authorities stopped this, and 
fearing trouble, Haney 
Mrs. Spurgeon. Spurgeon accosted 
Haney today and a fight followed, in 
which Spurgeon was worsted. Later 
he appeared with a knife and stabbed 
the foreman in the groin. The wound 
proved fatal, the man dying in a few 
minutes.

Little Rock, Ard; April 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At the opening. session of the 
conference for education in the south,

“The erh c School,“ Presi- 
dent Harvey “statéd, we, established 
for the purpose ef working out the 
practical education of young women to 
fit them for responsibilities of home life. 
The problem, as briefly stated, is a

determination of the things which 
woman needs to know and to do in 
the discharge of these responsibili- 
ties, and to make adequate prepara- 
tion for training her to know and to 
do such of these things well. 
Educational Purpose. | 

“While it is the purpose to furnish 
these facilities to those who wish this 
training, there is another distinct edu- 
cational purpose and that is to secure 
a formulation, more definite than has 
ever yet been organized, of what 
should be the subject matter of in- 
struction in the various lines of 
woman's activities in the home, and to 
furnish evidence of what may be ac- 
complished through definite instruc- 
tion along these lines. , 

“The last purpose, if it can be 
worked out, will in time furnish very 
much more satisfactory data and ma- 
terial for the organization of courses 
of instruction to meet the special needs 
of girls in the public schools. 

“The course of study covered in the 
school includes plain sewing, milli- 
nery, drawing and design, psychology 
and hygiene, emergencies and home 
nursery, food study, cooking, chemistry 
literature, English physical training; 
the second year’s course, dressmaking, 
art, needlework, textiles, house deco- 
ration, furnishing, bacteriology, care 
of children, dietetics, household 
management, literature, home and 
social economies, physical training. 
Under these heads come every phase of 
activity related to woman in her re- 
lation to the home, the coveted knowl- 
edge which should be the possession of 
all women in common, whether in the 
palace of the muiti-millionaire or in 
the little home in the rural commu- 
nity.” saad i 
1,000 Delegates Present. : 

Approximately a thousand delegates, | 
southern educators and men prénkhent 
in the cause of edueation,/at ei. the 
opening session tonight of. the’. thir- 
teenth annual conference for education 
in the south. The opening session was 
devoted principally to the address of 
President Robert C. Ogden, of New 
York, who took rather a gloomy view 
of present social and political con- 
ditions, urging the educating of the 
masses as a logical remedy, and an 
address by Dr. Wyckliffe Rose, of 
Washington, who outlined the purposes 
and plans of the movement. Mr. Ogden 
spoke in part as follows: ; 

“The outlook for social and political 
affairs in this country is at present 
ominous. It would be easy to make 
statements of conditions morbid 
enough to suit the version of the 
deepest dyed pessimist. They appear 
on every side and while they are in 
the first instance social, they are civic 
as well, Prominent among these is- 
sues are questions of employer and 
employee, the right of property, the 
rights of labor, the duties of intelli- 
gence to ignorance, of race to race, 
responsibilities to the unfortunate, the 
blind, the deaf, the insane, the 
criminal. But there is a remedy that 
is quite within our grasp and it is to 
be found in an enlightened, wise, con- 
scientious and honest citizenship—in 
standards of civic duty and responsi- 
bility—that will lead each man and 
each woman to seek the line of duty. 
Such seeking will find the dne and it 
will lead straight into the public 
school. Given the intelligent desire 
and the way will appear by which 
that duty may be done.” 

After tracing briefly 
and growth of the 
for education in the south, 
President Ogden declared that 
its purpose was not to attempt to di- 
rect the technical side of education, 
but to inspire the public mind with a 
sense of intelligent responsibility of 
public education, the creation of a 
public opinion in favor of taxation 
for education, though with an idea 
far above and beyond taxation. 

“The ultimate thought,” he said, “is 
the inspiration that will lead the peo- 
ple that are prosperous to support 
wisely directly education by free will 
offerings in proportion as prosperity 
has made them trustees for the com- 
monwealth. 

“This question of civic responsibility 
for public education is very serious. 
Its importance can’ not be overstated

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The matter of oiling Peachtree road,

C. T. Ladson, representing the prop- 
erty owners, stated to the board that 
the condition of the road was such 
that a person could not in safety cross 


from one side to the other on account |: 


of the extreme density of the dust 
clouds. More than 1,000 automobiles 
Passed each day. This not only made 
life intolerable to those who cared to 
eit on their front porches in the eve- 
nings, but also injured furniture and 
was a direct contributor to a number 
of diseases, Mr. Ladson declared. He 
said the matter had been referred to 
the city council, who had appropriated 
$1,000 for the work. The matter was 
now up to the county board to be 


pushed along. 


Commissioner Forrest Adair said the 
board now had its hands full and could 
not take up this work at any time in 


- 


the near future, but that the city could. 
This was supplemented by Chairman 
E. V. Carter, who stated that the 
county had neither the labor nor the 
means of securing such immediately, 
because of work being done on the 
reservoir, the tuberculosis hospital and 
others things. 

“Why, the dust on Peachtree road 
will cause more tuberculosis in six 
months than the county can cure in 
twenty-five years,” rejoined Mr. Lad- 
son. 

The proposition of the Indian Refin- 
ing Company was then reread.

Parker Attacks Lee. 

Retiring Departmental Commander 
John L. Parker was enthusiastically 
applauded when he gave full expres- 
sion to his feelings on the subject. 

“It would be an insult to the mem- 
ory of the men Who gave their lives 
for their country,” he said, “and 


{union veterans who have survived the 


war and who still cherish a love for 
the flag they fought under, to place 
the statue of Robert E. Lee in the full 
uniform of a rebel general in the hall 
of fame if it would teach the coming 
generations that the man who fought 
to destroy his country deserves the 
highest honors the nation can be- 
stow.’ 

“Virginia has passed over men like 
Jefferson, Marshall, Monroe and Scott 
and set up in the Statuary Hall the 
figure of Lee, not as a citizen, but in 
the uniform of a confederate general,” 
added the commander. 

Says Lee Was Not a Citizen. 

The resolution on the subject which 
was adopted, said that after full in- 
vestigation it had been determined that 
as Robert E. Lee never accepted the 
terms of amnesty offered by General 
Grant, he died not a citizen of the 
United States and that his statue, 
therefore, had no right in the hall of 
honor.

FOR SCARING BLIND MARE 
RAILROAD NOT TO BLAME 


So Rules Court of Appeals 
Case Decided Wed nes- 
day Morning.

ir a blind mare, feeding quietly in 
a pasture, is suddenly terrified by the 
shriek of a railroad engine’s whistle 
and dashes frantically into a ditch 
and breaks her leg, that isn't the fault 
of the railroad company. 

So rules the court of appeals in a 
decision handed down yesterday in the 
case of Roberts against the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, brought up 
from the superior court of Gilmer 
county. 

The evidence showed that the mare 
had to be killed as the result of her 
leap into the ditch, and Roberts, al- 
leging that the engineer shouldn't have 
blow his whistié so as to frighten 
the mare, sued for $50 damages and 
the jury gave him a verdict for $40. 

The court holds that there is no 
evidence showing that the engineer 
blew his whistle for the purpose of 
making the mare run away and that 
it amounted to contributory negligence, 
anyhow to put a blind mare in a 
pasture with, a railroad running 
through it when the owner knew that 
she was afraid of a train and its 
whistle. The judgment was reversed,

NEW SCANDALS 
ANE UNEARTHED 


More New York Solons 
Shown as Grafters. 


Broker Cunningham Givgs Evi- 
dence Regarding Payment of 
Large Sums to Legislators. 
Legislator Bedell Was Given 
st in One Case.

New Tork. April s. — William H. 
Hotchkiss, state superintendent of in- 
surance, hoping to throw more light 
on the acceleration of insurance legis- 
igtion through the accounts of Elling- 
wood & Cunningham, a brokerage 
firm, which failed in 1904, with the 
names of several legislators on its 
books, uncovered today a new trail] at 
a brief session of the fire insurance in- 
quiry. 

He discovered that substantial sums, 
according to the records of this con- 
cern, had been credited to various 
members of the legislatu between 
1900 and 1904, at times when bills 
affecting New York transportation 
companies were up for consideration at 
Albany. The only legislator whose 
name was disclosed, however, was that 
of Louis Bedell, formerly an assembly- 
man from Goshen, N. Y. 

Selon’s Name in Limelight. 

James W. Cunningham, a former 
member of the brokerage firm, was 
the only witness of the day. On the 
advice of counsel he declined to pro- 
duce the full accounts of his company, 
but before he had reached this decision 
he had turned over to Mr. Hotchkiss 
accounts sufficient to throw Bedell’s 
name into the limelight. They showed 
that Tracy Rogers, a former silent 
member of the firm, and reputed leg- 
islative agent of certain transporta- 
‘tion interests several years back, had 
placed money to the former assembly- 
man’s credit on the firm’s books. Rog- 
ers, who lives at Binghamton, N. Y., 
is being sought by subpoena servers. 

The records as produced show that 
when the firm failed in 1904 Bedell was 
in its debt more than $7,000, and Cun- 
ningham, the witness, testified that 
insofar as he knew, the obiigation 
had never been discharged. Under 
date of May 1, 1901, there was an en- 
try on the firm’s books labelled “cash, 
special accounts, 33,500.“ The witness 
said that was Bedell’s account. Two 
days after this the records showed that 
Rogers placed a check for $2,500 to 
Bedell’s account, while in that same 
month 600 shares of New York trans- 
portation stock were sold for him at 
$7,000. 


$9,000 Bedell’s Account. 

On April 23, 1901, the day the legis- 
lature adjourned, “some one,” as Mr. 
Hotchkiss put it, deposited $9,000 with 
the firm to Bedell’s credit. Other en- 
tries showed many payments to and 
withdrawals from Bedell’s account up 
to 1904, when the firm failed. 

His account, however, appeared to 
relate wholly to transportation mat- 
ters and had nothing to do with in- 
surance. 

Records of legislature show that on 
March 16, 1900, Senator Louis F. Good- 
sell introduced a bill which conferred 
a valuable franchise on the New York 
Electric Vehicle Company, since taken 
over by the Metropolitan Securities 
Company. It was put through both 
houses under suspension of the rules. 
Mr. Bedell, according to the record, 
made the necessary motion in the 
house on which the bill was finally 
passed in that branch.

WANTS TICKETS SOLD 
TO COLLEGE PARK 
Railroad Commission Hears 


Complaint By Gaston 
Against A. & W. P. 


The railroad commission yesterday 
morning heard argument on the peti- 
tion of R. B. Gaston that the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad be required 
to sell tickets to College Park on the 
accommodation coming into Atlanta 
every morning, instead of compelling 
Dassengers to pay the additional fare 
of 16 cents to Atlanta. 

The petition alleged that the com- 
pany declined to sell tickets to Col- 
lege Park because it wishes to avoid 
competition with the street car line to 
that point and that persons whose 
destination is College Park are forced 
to pay the additional fare to Atianta.

Novel Ga. Question Be- 


Court Must Decide Whether 
Husband Is “Personal Prop- 
erty” of Wife and Whether 

Georgia Blow-Post Law Is 
Valid. 


Washington, April 6.—Whether. a 
husband may de considered the “per- 
sonal property” of his wife, and wheth- 
er the “Blow-Post law” of Georgia is 
constitutional are two of the questions 
at stake in the unique suit of Mrs. Jo- 
sephine King, of Georgia, against the 
Southern Railway Company, argued to- 
day before the supreme court of the 
United States. It comes up at a time 
when the only bachelor justice of the 
court, Justice Moody, is: too ill to con- 
sider the case. . 

The suit is for damages arising out 
of a railroad accident. In the autumn 
of 1903, Mrs. King, her husband, A. 
O. King, and her daughter, Miss Ines 
King, were riding along a country 
road in Georgia behind a mule. high 
bank obscured the view of the tracks 
of the Southern Railway Company just 
ahead of them. As the mule got 
squarély upon the track, a through 
passenger train from Washington to 
Atlanta struck it and the buggy, kill- 
ing King, and injuring the wife and 
daughter. Mrs. King got damages in 
the state courts for injuries to her 
person. She also sued om the death 
of her husband. It is this suft which 
was argued here today before the su- 
preme court. 


Contention by Railroad. 
In the lower court the railroad com- 
pany contended that the recovery in 


the state court for injuries to her per- 
son estopped Mrs. King from main- 
taining an action for the death of her 
husband. The circuit court of ap- 
peals fer the Fifth circuit, in passing 
on the judgment of Mrs. King for 
$3,250 for the death of her husband, 
considered the argument by the rail 
-road. 

“The contention is made that the in- 
juries to the person of the wife and 
the loss occasioned by the death of her 
huband,” said the court, “constitute a 
single cause of action and that separate 
actions will not lie. This contention 
appears to be seriously made, but in 
the practice and procedure of the sev- 
eral states it would appear to be a 
legal novelty without law or prece- 
dent. If it be conceded that the de- 
ceased husband was the ‘personal prop- 
erty’ of the plaintiff herein, then the. 
contention would be supported by the 
decisions of evéry state court, but one. 

“Where thjuries to the person and 
the physical preperty of the injured 
party occur. out of the single tort, then, 
and in that event, the tort to the per- 
son and the property constitutes a 
single c@use of action, and as previously 
suggested, the. same would be present- 
ed in sthgfe. suit. This is the Eng-

Personal Property Question. 

The “personal property” question was 
dealt with by the counsel for the rail- 
road in a brief in the case submitted to 
the supreme court before the argu- 
ment today. The railroad’s fight be- 
fore the supreme court is on the con- 
stitutionality of the “Blow-Post law.“ 
At the time of the accident, the trial 
court held the railroad negligent be- 
cause it was violating this law. So it 
became material for the railroad to 
show that the law was not valid. 

The law was passed in 1852. “I have 
found nothing like it anywhere else,” 
said John J. Strickland, counsel for the 
railroad in his brief. It requires a 
railroad engineer to blow his whistle 
from a blow-post 400 yards from every 
highway crossing until he arrives at 
the road, and to simultaneously check 
and keep checking the speed of his 
train, so as to stop in time should any 
person or thing be crossing the track 
on the highway. 

The railroad contends that the stat- 
ute imposes an unreasonable burden 
on interstate commerce. It is said, for 
instance, that it would require 12 hours 
for a train to run from Atlanta to Ma- 
con, Ga., a distance of about 100 miles, 
if the statute were obeyed strictly.

When the sultan thus bestows a 
princess of his house upon one of his 
subjects, it is officially regarded as so 
great an honor that it cannot be de- 
clined under any circumstances, no 
matter whether the lady is homely or 
good-looking, shrewish or good- 
tempered, old or young. At the same 
time, Enver must know perfectly well 
that the men thus distinguished by the 
sovereign are always regarded with a 
certain amount of contempt by the 
people, and lose most of the prestige 
which they may theretofore have pos- 
sessed. They are known as “damads,” 
which has become almost a term of 
contempt. 

Moreover, when a Moslem weds a 
princess of the reigning family, he 
ceases to be master in his own house, 
and even in his harem. It is she and 


not he who is supreme, and while she 


often may give him cause for jealousy, 
vet she will not tolerate any other 
wife, or even odalisque, in his seraglio. 
He is condemned to monogamy, in spite 
of the fact that the Koran concedes 
four wives to the true believer.

By birth she is Swiss, hails from 
the city of Berne, and as a young 
girl rejoiced in the name of Eleanora, 
or Nora, Fussli, her father being a 
well-known Swiss painter. Werner von 
Siemens, her husband, was the son of 
Charles Siemens, the latter being known 
as “the Russian Siemens,“ in order to 
distinguish him from his three broth- 
ers. Werner married in 1882 a Russian 
woman of the name of Natalie Gavri- 
louk, of Odessa. 
Dissolved by Divorce. 

This union was dissolved by divorce 
in 1874, and in the same year the Rus. 
sian ex-Madame von Siemens became 
the wife of Baron Axel von Varnbuler, 
plenipotentiary of the king of Wur- 
temberg at Berlin, while Werner von 
Siemens bestowed his name and his 
hand upon Nora Fussli. When the 
latter became a widow, she married 
Freydoun Malcolm Khan, who was at 
the time Persian minister at Rome, 
and a son of Nazen Malcolm Khan, who 
headed the first Persian embassy to 
the United States, during the presi- 
dency of Buchanan. Freydoun Mal- 
colm’s marriage with Mme. von Sie- 
mens was annulled, after a year, on 
the ground that he had already a Per- 
sian wife living, and she thereupon 
resumed her previous name of Mme: 
von Siemens. Her one aim and object 
is to hold a salon, and to surround 
herself with distinguished people who 
would be subject to her influence. It 
is this ambition that’ has led to her 
being assailed by people ignorant of 
the sources of her wealth, as a foreign 
spy, the impression being strength- 
ened when it became known that the 
late General Saletta, who died as chief 
of the general staff of the Italian army, 
had appointed her executor of his will, 


though not his légatee.

Before City Can Convict—So 


Holds the Court of 
Appeals. 


Three cases, two of them from the 
recorder's court of Atlanta, involving 
identical points in the interpretation 
of the city blind tiger ordinance, were 
reversed by the court of appeals in 
decisions handed down yesterday. 

In each of the cases whisky had been 
found in the possession of the defend- 
ants, and the court had convicted them 
under the section of the city code 
which makes it unlawful for any per- 
son to keep intoxicating liquors for 
the purpose of sale. 

The court of appeals holds that un- 
der the city code there must be evi- 
dence to show that the whisky is kept 
for the purpose of sale, and that the 
conclusion to that effect cannot be 
reached by inference or suspicion. The 
purpose of keeping must be shown by 
the evidence. In each case the court 
holds that such evidence was not pro- 


duced,

STEEL VIADUCT 
FOR BOSS AVENUE 


Railroads Have Agreed to 
Do All Work Required 
by City. 


The construction of a steel viaduct, 
supported by cencrete piers and abut- 
ments, over the tracks of the Southern 
Railway Company and the Western 
and Atlantic railroad at Boss avenue, 
which will result in the closing of the 


Bellwood avenue crossing, which has 
long been considered the most danger- 
ous grade crossing in the city, will be 
begun as soon as the city is ready to! 
do its part of the work, the raliroad | 
companies having agreed to do the 
work requested of them by the city. 

The Southern and the Western and 
Atlantic will build the piers and abut- 
ments and construct the bridge span 
covering their rights-of-way, the city 
agreeing to close the crossing at Bell- 
wood avenue and build the approaches 
to the bridge, acquiring such additional 
right-of-way as may be needed and 
to take care of any property damages 
that may result. After the bridge is 
built the railroads will Keep the struc- 
ture in repair so far as the iron work 
is concerned and the city will look 
after the roadway and sidewalks. 

The Bellwood avenue crossing is the 
gateway to Atlanta from a large por- 
tion of the western part of Atlanta 
and Fulton county, in addition to 
which it is used by a great number 
of citizens of Cobb and Douglas coun- 
ties in coming into Atlanta. The con- 
struction of the viaduct at Boss ave- 
nue will be a great convenience to all 
who have been using the crossing and 
will doubtless greatly stimulate trade 
and industries in that section. 

Councilman J. J. Greer, of the fifth 
ward, chairman of the council com- 
mittee on bridges, was greatly pleased 
with the prompt and satisfactory man- 
ner in which the railread authorities 
cooperated with his committee in the 
negotiations looking to this great im- 
provement, which means so much to 
a large and growing section of the 
city and county. Great credit is due 
Councilman Greer for the splendid 
manner in which he has handled this 
matter. 

The railroads have expressed their 
willingnéss to go ahead with the work 
as soon as the city gives the word, but 
it is hardly probable that the city 
finance committee can find the money 
needed for its part of the improve- 
ment until the June apportionment 
sheet is made out. In the meantime 
council ig going forward with prepa- 
rations for the work. At the last 
meeting a resolution was passed for 
a charter amendment authorizing the 
closing of the grade crossing at Bell- 
wood avenue, and all other arrange- 
ments are being made so that ag soon 
as the money for the work is to be 
had it can go forward without delay.

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 15 points on May and of 5@7 
points on later months, in response 
to better cables than expected and a 
continuation of yesterday's late puy- 
ing movement. During the early trad- 
ing, the bull leaders seemed to be 
giving the market no support, and 
while there was considerable buying 
by trade interests, prices gradually 
eased off to within 5 points of last 
night’s close for May and to about 
the closing figures of yesterday for the 
later months. This reaction was at- 
tributed to local bear pressure and 
seattering liquidation, as there was 
nothing to indicate any renewal of the 
heavy selling that was attributed to 
the bull leaders yesterday, and during 
the middle of the day the market 
firmed up on reports that the lower 
prices were attracting a better trade 
demand for spots. Wall street houses

Toward the middle of the morning, 
short selling was renewed, on the fore- 
cast for fair weather which the trade 
considered would give lanters op- 
portunity for completing their seeding. 
This selling caused prices to break 8 
to 13 points from the highest prices 
of the morning. On the decline, the

At noon 
the market was dull and shorts were 
the chief buyers. Prices stood 8 to 7 
points over yesterday’s closing. 

In the afternoon session, the. mar- 
ket wore a sold-out appearance and
